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Jewish  literacy  is  not  just  a  goal,  it  is  a  state  of  being 


If  someone  were  to  walk  into  your 
home . .  .how  would  they  know  it  to  be  a 
Jewish  home?  The  mezuzah  at  the  door 
may  be  the  first  indicator.  Some  of  us  may 
own  Jewish  art,  perhaps  Shabbat  candlesticks  or 
a  menorah  displayed  prominently.  Perhaps  you 
have  pictures  on  the  wall  from  a  Bar  Mitzvah  or  a 
beautiful  book  displayed  on  a  coffee  table. 

While  each  of  us  may  have  a  different  way  to 
signal  the  “Jewishness”  of  our  homes,  I  want  to 
suggest  one  litmus  test  which  we  can  all  aspire  to 
pass.  Is  there  a  Jewish  book  at  your  bedside? 

It  may  seem  like  a  small  thing,  but  I  think  that  if  every 
member  of  our  community  had  a  book  of  Jewish  interest  at  their 
bedside  -  we  would  be  the  envy  of  the  Jewish  world.  It  doesn’t 
matter  to  me  if  it  is  a  book  of  law  or  poetry,  if  it  is  a  siddur  or  a 
work  of  fiction,  English  or  Hebrew,  if  it  is  Abba  Eban,  Ibn  Ezra  or 
Elliot  Abrams.  I  want  every  member  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
to  have  a  Jewish  book  at  their  bedside. 

Other  mitzvot  are  certainly  important.  Certainly  giving 
tzedakah,  going  to  Israel,  doing  deeds  of  kindness  and  observing 
Jewish  rituals  are  all  necessary  for  a  vital  Jewish  future.  But  we 
all  know  that  what  we  go  to  bed  reading,  we  dream  about  at  night 
and  think  about  during  the  day.  As  a  parent,  I  believe  that  when 
your  kids  walk  into  your  bedroom,  if  they  see  a  Jewish  book 
at  your  bedside,  they  will  know  that  you  take  Jewish  learning 
seriously.  A  pretty  book  on  your  coffee  table  may  impress  the 
guests,  but  a  book  on  your  bedside  table,  or  better  yet,  on  your 


stomach  because  you  fell  asleep  reading  it,  makes 
an  impression  on  your  family.  Rich  or  poor,  young 
or  old,  Jewish  literacy  is  not  just  a  goal,  it  is  a  state 
of  being  that  unites  and  sustains  us. 

Next  time  you  are  out  on  the  town,  I  encourage 
you  to  check  out  the  Judaica  section  at  a  local 
bookstore  and  pick  up  a  book  to  read.  Better 
yet,  stop  by  this  year’s  Book  Fair  &  Hanukkah 
Boutique  taking  place  on  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
November  16  and  17.  The  book  fair  is  a  highlight 
of  the  year  at  P.A.S.,  offering  a  wide  assortment  of 
books  for  readers  of  all  ages. 

Beyond  the  Book  Fair,  our  Edmund  de  Rothschild  Library 
has  an  extraordinary  selection  of  fiction  and  non-fiction  books 
available  every  day  of  the  year.  Anyone  with  a  few  minutes  to 
spare  would  do  well  to  stop  by  the  library  and  meet  with  our 
fantastic  librarian  Marga  Hirsch.  1  guarantee,  once  you  tell  Marga 
what  you  like  reading,  she  will  be  able  to  point  you  in  the  right 
direction! 

In  our  day  and  age,  Jewish  books  are  plentiful,  available  and 
easily  purchased  or  found  in  libraries.  To  be  Jewish  means  that 
you  are  part  of  the  greatest  book  club  of  all  -  beginning  with  the 
Torah,  right  up  to  the  latest  release.  The  only  real  question  is  if 
you  have  picked  up  a  book  for  yourself,  put  it  at  your  bedside, 
and  taken  the  initiative  to  participate  in  being  one  of  the  “people 
of  the  book.”

Mizmor  Vtodah 


During  the  month  of  November, 

American  Jews  and  non-Jews  alike 
anticipate  the  secular  holiday  of 
Thanksgiving.  The  holiday  brings  to 
mind  long  holiday  weekends  and  pleasant  images 
of  families  gathering  around  roasted  turkey, 
cranberries,  and  pie.  Perhaps  your  family,  like 
mine,  has  a  tradition  of  going  around  the  table 
and  asking  each  person  what  they  are  thankful  for. 

How  many  of  us  roll  our  eyes  at  this  seemingly 
childish  exercise? 

Jews  are  no  strangers  to  the  notion  of  giving  thanks.  While 
Thanksgiving  (with  a  capital  “T”)  is  not  a  Jewish  holiday  - 
there  is  no  biblical  injunction  to  gather  with  one’s  family,  eat 
traditional  American  fare,  and  think  about  Pilgrims  and  Native 
Americans  -  it  provides  us  with  yet  another  opportunity  to  reflect, 
to  praise,  and  to  express  our  gratitude. 

Every  weekday  morning  we  recite  Psalm  100:  mizmor  Vtodah, 
a  psalm  of  thanksgiving.  This  psalm  implores  us  to  “serve  God 
in  joy,”  “come  before  God  in  happiness,”  and  “gratefully  thank 
\hodu\  God  and  bless  God’s  name.”  It’s  a  delightful  coincidence 
that  the  Hebrew  word  for  turkey,  the  American  Thanksgiving 
“sacrifice,”  happens  to  be  hodul  According  to  this  Psalm,  what 
are  we  to  be  thankful  for?  For  our  special  relationship  with  God, 
an  unbreakable  bond  that  “spans  all  generations”  [ad  dor  vador ]. 

As  we  anticipate  Thanksgiving,  it  is  particularly  appropriate 
to  recall  the  blessings  we  have  received  from  each  other  and  from 


God  over  the  past  year.  Midrash  Tehillim  tells 
us  that  “in  the  world-to-come... all  prayers  will 
cease  except  the  prayer  of  thanksgiving:  this  will 
never  cease.”  Even  in  a  state  of  perfection  we  will 
have  the  need  and  desire  to  express  our  gratitude 
towards  God!  In  our  world  that  is  less  than  perfect, 
it  is  even  more  important  to  recognize  and  thank 
all  those  who  make  a  difference  in  our  lives. 

To  begin,  I  would  like  to  act  upon  the  first 
lesson  I  learned  from  Rabbi  Cosgrove:  “always 
thank  your  wife  first.”  Jodi,  I  thank  you  for  all 
your  support  and  help  during  these  months  of  transition,  both 
professionally  and  as  a  family.  Your  commitment  to  our  family 
and  to  this  community  has  been  a  blessing  for  me.  1  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  P.A.S.  community  for  opening  your  doors  and 
making  Jodi  and  me  feel  at  home.  Personally,  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  congregation  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  your  rabbi. 
The  opportunity  to  make  an  impact  on  a  dynamic,  supportive, 
intellectual,  and  dedicated  community  is  truly  a  blessing.  1 
eagerly  anticipate  learning  and  growing  with  you  for  years  to 
come. 

This  year,  when  we  go  around  the  table,  let  us  not  ask  “What 
are  you  thankful  for?”  but  rather  “What  are  the  blessings  in  your 
life?”  and  “What  is  the  impact  that  these  blessings  have  had 
during  the  past  year?”  If  we  answer  these  questions,  we  will 
infuse  the  secular  holiday  of  Thanksgiving  with  an  essence  of 
Yiddishkeit.

On  Sunday,  November  8,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  honor  the 
memory  of  Vivian  Finkel,  Master 
Teacher,  who  died  on  June  6,  2009. 

A  graduate  of  Herzliya  Teachers  Seminary, 
where  she  received  a  Bachelors  degree  in 
Flebrew  literature,  Vivian  Finkel  continued  her 
Judaic  studies  at  JTS.  She  also  earned  degrees  in 
Accounting  and  Commercial  Law.  As  a  young 
woman  she  worked  in  her  secular  field,  assisted 
her  pharmacist  husband  in  his  business,  and  raised 
two  young  daughters. 

In  1952  Vivian  Finkel  decided  it  was  time  to  return  to  her 
passion  in  life  -  teaching  Judaic  studies.  The  major  beneficiaries 
of  this  decision  were  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  the  thousands 
of  students  whose  lives  were  touched  by  this  committed,  creative 
and  compassionate  teacher.  Over  50  years,  Vivian  Finkel  worked 
with  seven  different  religious  school  principals  and  even  shared 
that  position  for  one  year.  Her  retirement  in  June,  2002,  was 
celebrated  by  three  generations  of  students  and  co-workers. 


In  1977  Vivian  was  selected  as  the  Outstanding 
Teacher  of  Judaic  Studies  in  afternoon  religious 
schools  in  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Connecticut 
and  was  awarded  the  title  of  Master  Teacher. 

The  award  recognized  the  innovative  techniques 
she  had  created  in  the  teaching  of  Judaic  studies, 
including  adult  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvahs,  Hebrew 
classes  for  students  with  special  needs,  and 
rehearsing  with  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah  students 
over  the  telephone.  As  word  spread  about  the 
adult  B’nei  Mitzvah  program  at  P.A.S.,  G’veret 
Finkel  was  inundated  with  requests  from  synagogues  all  over  the 
country  to  help  them  organize  similar  programs. 

At  Vivian’s  retirement,  she  referred  to  her  years  of  teaching 
at  P.A.S.  as  “50  joyful  years.”  Anyone  who  had  the  privilege  of 
experiencing  her  dynamic  teaching  remembers  the  love  she  had 
for  her  students  and  for  all  things  Jewish.  Please  join  us  at  the 
synagogue  on  Sunday,  November  8,  at  1 1 :00  am  to  honor  her 
memory  with  prayer  and  reminiscences.

love  the  educational  philosophy  of 
John  Dewey,  and  not  just  because  he  lived 
in  Huntington,  NY,  as  I  do.  Dewey,  in  my 
opinion,  was  the  greatest  educational  thinker 
of  the  20th  century.  Although  last  month  marked 
his  150th  birthday,  Dewey’s  theory  of  experience 
continues  to  be  read  and  discussed  not  only  within 
the  educational  community,  but  also  in  psychology 
and  philosophy,  and  his  views  continue  to  strongly 
influence  the  design  of  innovative  education. 

Dewey  was  my  inspiration  when  I  created  the  new 
vision  for  our  P.A.S.  religious  school. 

Dewey’s  great  contribution  was  his  recognition  that 
meaningful  education  is  more  than  the  delivery  of  knowledge.  He 
advocated  that  “learning  should  be  a  creative  process  using  all 
resources  available  both  in  the  classroom  and  outside  in  the  real 
world.”  He  maintained  that  “an  educator  must  take  into  account 
the  unique  differences  between  each  student...  Even  when  a 
standard  curriculum  is  presented  using  established  pedagogical 
methods,  each  student  will  have  a  different  quality  of  experience. 
Teaching  and  curriculum  must  be  designed  in  ways  that  allow  for 
such  individual  differences.” 

In  our  school  we  practice  experiential  education.  All  of  the 
Congregational  School  teachers  strive  to  take  into  account  the 
effects  of  students’  past  experiences  in  order  to  design  relevant 
and  meaningful  lessons.  In  addition,  children  learn  through  Art, 


Music,  Dance  and  Drama  as  well  as  from  books. 
We  believe  children  learn  best  by  observing  and 
doing.  Hearing  about  tzedakah  or  bikkur  holim 
cannot  compare  with  actually  putting  some 
of  one’s  allowance  money  in  a  collection  box 
or  going  on  a  visit  to  shut-ins.  Learning  about 
Shabbat  is  nothing  like  experiencing  Shabbat. 
Making  a  siddur  cover  of  your  very  own  makes 
the  siddur  more  meaningful.  Dancing  Israeli 
folkdances  creates  an  emotional  bond  to  Israeli 
culture. 

Our  newest  experiential  innovation  is  an  “interactive” 
wall  in  the  third  floor  corridor  near  the  Congregational  School 
offices.  Designed  and  painted  by  Artist-in-Residence  Ellen  Alt, 
the  bright  mural  features  the  theme  lilmod  u-ligdol,  “To  Learn 
and  To  Grow.”  Against  this  background,  children  will  display 
a  variety  of  art  creations  that  show  how  they  are  learning  and 
growing.  Currently,  the  wall  is  covered  with  paper  flowers  which 
the  children  in  the  school  made  and  decorated  by  writing  their 
Hebrew  names.  Come  up  to  the  third  floor  and  admire  their 
artwork  and  lettering! 

John  Dewey  taught  that  while  delivery  of  knowledge 
acquaints  a  student  with  the  past,  creative,  multi-sensory 
experiences  integrate  learning  with  life  and  prepare  students  for 
the  future.  This  is  the  best  path  for  successful  Jewish  education.

The  Mystical  Dimension  of  Judaism:  Kabbalah  and  the  Spiritual  Quest 

What  is  Kabbalah?  How  does  it  fit  into  the  broader  context  of  Jewish  thought  and  practice,  and 
how  can  contemporary  Jews  draw  on  the  treasures  of  this  tradition  in  their  own  spiritual  lives? 


Dr.  Eitan  Fishbane  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Jewish  Thought  at  JTS.  His  research  focuses  on 
the  history  and  literature  of  Jewish  mysticism,  from  medieval  Kabbalah  to  modem  Hasidism. 

Dr.  Fishbane  is  the  author  of  As  Light  Before  Dawn:  The  Inner  World  of  a  Medieval  Kabbalist 
(available  in  the  Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library).  He  has  published  numerous  scholarly  articles  as 
well  as  essays  written  for  a  broader  audience.  A  theological  essay  will  appear  in  New  Voices  in  Jewish  Theology ,  edited 
by  P.A.S.’s  own  Rabbi  Elliot  Cosgrove.  Dr.  Fishbane  is  currently  at  work  on  a  new  book  project,  tentatively  titled  Mystical 
Drama  and  Narrative  Form:  The  Literary  Craft  of  the  Zohar.
